preponderance of the evidence that the party against whom exenplary
damages are sought has acted with reckless and wanton disregard for the
health, safety, and welfare of another.

(2) Danmamges awarded on a final and enforceable judgnent under
subsection (1) of this section are subject to a fifty percent
reallocation as provided under this subsection. The fifty percent
reallocation shall be distributed as follows: (a) Twenty-five percent
shall be provided to the state general fund for the departnent of
social and health services to fund services to children who are
dependent as provided under chapter 13.34 RCWand their famlies; and
(b) twenty-five percent shall be provided to the state general fund for
the departnment of corrections to fund comunity custody, community
pl acenent, and postrelease supervision of offenders as provided in
chapter 9.94A RCW
